Officer,  we  held  a  Sunday  evening  service  in  the  Assembly 
Hall.  The  Glee  Club  was  turned  into  a  choir-  at  twenty-foiy 
hours'  notice,  and  the  whole  service  was  so  hearty  and  pleas- 
ing that  the  authorities  decided  two  weeks'  later  to  begin  a 
regular  service  at  the  School  instead  of  attending  St.  Luke's 
Church.

HOCKEY. 

Our  Hockey  season  lasted  longer  this  year  than  it  has 
ever  done  before,  and  was  productive  of  more  good  hockey 
and  keen  com])etition  than  any  other  league  in  the  different 
branches  of  our  outside  life. 

The  League  itself  w^as  well  contested,  the  result  being  in 
abeyance  up  to  the  last  match,  and,  if  the  truth  is  told,  the 
victory  of  the  *'A.'s,"  so  well  supported  by  their  Captain, 
AA'aldon,  was  a  little  of  a  surprise  to  many,  the  ''C.'s"  included. 

All  other  matches,  however,  were  eclipsed  by  the  House 
match,  one  of  the  most  remarkable  points  about  which  was  the 
tremendous  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  supporters  of  the  two 
Houses  in  what  was  the  first  House  match  ever  played  at 
University  School.  But  it  will  be  better  to  start  at  the 
beginning,  and  take  things  in  their  proper  turn. 

The  Barnacle  Cup  Hockey  League. 

This  League,  as  stated  above,  was  won  by  the  '^A.'s"  cap- 
tained by  Waldon,  although  the  "C.'s,"  under  Finlayson,  had 
led  the  League  until  the  last  match,  when  they  only  required 


a  draw  to  make  sure  of  winning  the  cup  ;  but  Waldon's  team 
rose  to  the  occasion  grandly  just  when  they  should  have  done, 
and  made  no  mistake  about  it,  winning  by  3-0.  The  four  teams 
were  remarkably  even,  as  is  shown  l)y  the  number  of  drawn 
games  played.  W^aldon  was  a  tower  of  strength  to  his  side, 
while  Garrard  turned  out  to  be  a  dark  horse,  and  was  very 
strong  at  back.  Snyder  and  Ramsay  were  the  foundation  of  a 
good  half-back  line,  while  Kilpatrick  led  the  forwards,  who 
were  strengthened  by  \\'oodward  soon  after  the  opening  of 
the  League.  Dobbie's  team  was  almost  a  one-man  show,  as 
he  was  not  ably  supported  by  his  team,  though  Stanley  tried 
hard  and  Hudson  played  well  at  times.  '  Finlayson's  side 
started  off  in  great  style,  and  looked  like  the  winners  of 
the  League  right  up  to  the  last  game,  when  they  never  looked 
like  winning  it.  No  one  could  have  worked  harder  than  the 
Captain,  although  he  did  get  a  little  excited  at  times,  and  it 
was  hard  luck  that,  after  having  played  really  splendidly 
throughout  the  League,  Adams  should  have  had  an  off  day 
in  such  an  important  match.  Balcom  and  Johns  showed  re- 
markable combination  throughout  the  League.  The  half- 
back line  was  the  weak  spot,  though  no  one  can  accuse  either 
Alclnnes  or  Sizer  of  ever  slacking.  Inverarity's  side  was  a  sad 
example  of  a  good  side  wasted  by  lack  of  combination.  It 
was  surprising  that,  while  showing  he  possessed  many  of  the 
qualities  essential  in  a  Captain,  yet  Inverarity  could  not  get 
his  team  to  work  together.  Winch  did  the  work  of  two  men 
at  half,  while  many  goals  were  lost  by  the  forwards  incurring 
some  penalty  just  before  shooting.  Van  Valkenburg  played 
hard.

Finlayson  was 
splendid,  and  he  undoubtedly  plays  his  1)est  game  against  odds, 
which  is  a  fine  trait.     Mclnnes  was  weak,  hitting  too  wildly, 


while  Kilpatrick  was  not  a  success  on  the  wing,  thougii  he 
improved  when  put  back  in  the  centre.  An  experiment  was 
made  by  putting  Dobbie  centre-half,  but  it  did  not  seem  to 
improve  matters  much.     The  School  lost  this  game  by  4-2.

Mr.  Hope,  of  the  High  School,  was  very  kind,  and  came 
up  to  both  of  these  matches  to  umpire.  Another  incident, 
though  not  so  pleasant,  was  the  unfortunate  lameness  of  Air. 
Thomas,  who  played  for  the  masters  after  he  had  already  been 
badly  hurt  in  a  practice  game,  with  the  result  that  he  was 
on  crutches  for  a  week. 

The  House  Match. 

All  other  games,  however,  fade  into  insignificance  com- 
pared with  the  memorable  House  match,  the  first  ever  played 
on  the  University  Grounds.  No  doubt  many  more  will  be 
played,  and  even  more  enthusiasm  shown  in  the  Rugby  House 
matches,  but  these  have  not  been  played  up  to  the  time  of 
writing.  A  half-holiday  was  given  for  the  occasion,  and  it 
was  a  beautiful  day.     The  teams  were  as  follows: 

East  House — Henderson,  Finlayson  (Captain)  and 
Waldon;  Sizer,  Ramsay  and  Spalding;  Inverarity,  Hudson, 
Balcom,  Hodson  and  Johns. 

West  House — Greig,  Adams  and  Snyder,  Duke  i.,  Winch 
and  Alclnnes ;  Dobbie,  Stanley,  Kilpatrick  (Captain),  Scho- 
field and  Woodward  i. 

It  wdll  be  seen  that  the  East  House  had  four  ''colours"  and 
the  West  House  two. 

Both  teams  were  obviously  very  nervous,  perhaps  at  play- 
ing before  such  distinguished  company,  for,  practically  without 
exception,  the  whole  School  and  Stafif  w^ere  on  the  touchline, 
except  Mr.  Collisson,  who  had  the  onerous  task  of  refereeing, 
when  he  naturally  wanted  the  West  House  to  win.  Before 
the  start,  an  agreement  was  made  by  the  Captains  that,  in 
the  case  of  a  draw,  ten  minutes  should  be  played  each  w^ay, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  match  then  being  still  a  draw,  the 
honours  should  be  declared  divided,  as  the  shortness  of  the 
season  would  not  allow  of  a  replay.  Just  as  well  that  these 
arrangements    were    made,    as    the    result   shows. 

The  first  half  was  very  fast  throughout,  and  Kilpatrick 
nearly  scored  for  the  West,  but  kicked  in  the  circle.     Finally, 


one  of  the  East  forwards  centred  the  l)all,  and.  after  passing" 
three  or  four  West  defenders  who  made  frantic  but  vain 
efforts  to  hit  it,  it  was  put  between  the  posts  by  some  one, 
and  the  East  House,  amid  hui^e  cheering  by  their  su])porters, 
led  by  i-o.  The  West  House  then  attacked  strongly,  and  were 
rewarded  ])y  a  goal.  The  second  half  saw  no  further  score, 
and  so  the  tired  players  had  to  turn  straight  round  after  70 
minutes"  gruelling  play  and  start  all  over  again.  They  set 
to  work  just  as  hard  as  before,  bitt  the  end  of  the  first  "extra" 
saw  no  addition  to  the  score.  Five  minutes  from  the  end, 
Stanley  sent  in  a  fine  shot,  and  the  West  House  led  by  2-r. 
Their  supporters  felt  now^  that  victory  was  certain,  and  the 
West  team  pressed  the  East  even  more  strongly  than  before. 
The  East  goal  had  many  narrow  escapes,  when,  about  a  half 
a  minute  froni  time,  Hudson  started  a  great  rush,  taking  the 
ball  from  his  own  25  to  the  West's  circle,  and  Inverarity, 
following  up  in  grand  style,  just  touched  it  sufficiently  to  make 
it  trickle  into  the  goal.  The  West  goalkeeper  must  have  been 
hypnotised  with  excitement,  for  he  seemed  to  make  no  effort 
to  stop  it,  and,  concurrently  with  the  cheers  of  the  deliriously- 
happy  East  House  boys,  the  whistle  went  for  time,  the  result 
being  a  most  dramatic  draw.  The  centre-forwards  of  both 
Houses  were  seized  by  their  admiring  supporters  and  chaired 
in  triuniph  to  their  Houses,  Stanley  and  Inverarity  being  the 
heroes,  as  thev  both  scored  in  the  extra  time. 


Critiques. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season,  the  old  Colours  met  and 
selected  Finlayson  as  their  Captain  and  W'aldon  as  their  Vice- 
Captain,  wdiile  Mr.  Collisson  undertook  the  secretarial  work. 
The  Colours  remaining  from  last  season  were :  Finlayson, 
^^  aldon,  Henderson,  Inverarity  and  Dobbie.  The  following 
were  awarded  their  colours  during  the  season  :  Kilpatrick  and 
Schofield. 

Finlayson  (Captain). — Played  back  throughout  the  season. 
Made  a  keen  Captain.  He  played  well  and  hard  throughout 
the  season,  especially  when  fighting  against  odds,  but  should 
reserve  his  coaching  remarks  for  opportune  moments. 

Waldon  (Vice-Captain). — Started  the  season  poorly,  but 
suddenly  recovered  and  was  a  sound  and  hard-hitting  back. 
He  always  gets  the  ball  away  well  to  his  wings. 

Dobbie. — Played  both  at  outside  left  and  centre-half.  At 
the  former  he  has  no  equal  in  the  School,  but  at  the  latter 
he  still  needs  more  practice,  and  must  get  back  quicker  to 
help  the  backs.     He  dribbles  well. 
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Inverarity. — His  wonderful  energy  and  rush  are  his  un- 
doing, for  he  cannot  steady  himself  to  shoot,  and  too  many 
grand  rushes  have  ended  in  a  kick  or  a  wide  shot. 

Henderson. — Goal.  Does  not  get  much  chance  to  show  his 
ability.  He  clears  with  good,  hard  hits,  but  sometimes  lets  a 
soft  one  go  through. 

Kilpatrick. — A  good,  hard-working  forward,  who  has  his 
ofif  days,  however.  He  is  a  little  too  selfish  at  times,  as  was 
shown  when  he  played  on  the  wings. 

Schofield. — A  good  forward.  Should  run  a  little  straighter. 
Has  been  rather  starved  this  season,  and  so  has  not  had  much 
chance. 

Winch. — A  wonderful  little  half,  especially  at  intercepting 
passes  with  his  stick.  He  also,  however,  should  never  forget 
that  he  must  run  back  to  help  the  backs.

ANNUAL  PRIZE-GIVING. 

The  prizes  were  distributed  this  year  on  the  9th  of  July, 
the  Very  Rev.  Dean  Doull  kindly  consenting  to  present  them. 
The  ceremony  took  place  on  the  conclusion  of  the  Parents 
vs.    Boys  cricket   match. 

The  Warden,  in  his  Report  for  the  year,  referred  to  the 
increase  in  the  establishment  during  the  past  twelve  months, 
and  also  explained  the  inauguration  of  the  House  system, 
which  took  place  last  term.      Details  were  given  of  the  suc- 
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cesses  won  by  the  School  in  various  examinations,  in  reference 
to  which  the  Warden  said  :  "I  think  I  have  said  enough  to  con- 
vince anyone  who  may  have  doubts  that  in  this  School  we 
are  doing-  a  creditable  amount  of  solid  and  thorough  instruc- 
tion, and  that  our  boys  do  not  work  any  less  hard  in  school 
hours  l^ecause  we  teach  them  in  their  spare  time  to  play 
games   well   and   to   shoot   straight." 

He  mentioned  the  notable  success  of  the  cadet  battalion, 
especially  in  rifle  shooting,  and  the  general  progress  and 
increased  keenness  in  all  branches  of  physical  exercise. 

The  Headmaster,  Mr.  J.  C.  Barnacle,  then  read  the  report 
on  the  annual  School  examinations  and  the  Health  Report 
of  the   Dominion    Health    Inspector. 

The  Dean  then  presented  the  prizes,  of  which  a  list  is 
given  below,  after  which  he  address-ed  the  boys  and  their 
friends.  He  was  very  pleased  at  having  been  asked  to  present 
the  prizes.  He  agreed  with  the  Warden's  remarks,  pointing- 
out  that  education  did  not  consist  only  of  pouring  learning 
into  a  boy,  but  of  drawing  out  the  best  that  was  in  him,  and 
developing  all  his  faculties,  physical,  intellectual  and  spiritual. 
He  was  pleased  to  see  that  all  these  were  being  attended  to 
at  the  University  School.  In  wishing  the  boys  a  pleasant 
holiday,  he  told  them  to  play  well  as  they  had  worked  well, 
for  recreation  was  just  as  necessary  as  sleep.  "Whatever  thy 
hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might." 

Mr.  George  Jay,  as  President  of  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees,  presented  the  Swinerton  Cup  to  the  Captain  of 
the  School  Track  Team,  and  also  twenty-two  individual 
medals  won  by  the  University  School  boys  at  the  Empire  Day 
Sports.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  the  friendly  feeling 
between  the  public  schools  and  the  University  School  in  all 
branches  of  sport  w^ould  long  continue. 

Three  hearty  cheers  for  Dean  Doull  brought  a  most  suc- 
cessful day  to  a  close.

N'o.  42.  John  Tatlow  entered  the  Queen's  School  nine 
years  ago  at  the  age  of  eight,  and  three  years  later  came  to  the 
University  Scihool.  He  was  top  of  the  Third  Form  in  1908, 
and  already  a  member  of  the  Junior  XV.  In  1909  he  won  a 
^laths'  prize  in  the  Fourth  Form.  In  1910  he  was  on  the 
second  cricket  eleven,  and  the  following  year  got  his  first 
eleven  colours.  In  1912  he  made  138,  not  out,  against  Oak  Bay 
Second  XL,  and  this  year  he  was  Captain  and  had  an  average 
of  31.     He  was  also  Captain  of  football  for   1912-1913.     He 
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has  been  a  Prefect  for  four  terms.  He  was  one  of  the  winning- 
hockey  team  in  the  Barnacle  Cup  League  last  season  (1912), 
and  this  year  won  the  lawn  tennis  doubles  Avith  L.  Brown 
as  partner.  He  was  Captain  of  "A"  Company  in  the  Cadet 
Corps,  and  attended  two  camps.  He  finished  his  School  career 
as  Head  of  the  School,  and  won  the  Sixth  Form  Mathematical 
Prize  as  well.  He  has  passed  not  only  the  McGill  Matricula- 
tion in  Applied  Science,  but  also  the  entrance  to  R.M.C., 
where  he  now  is.  Few  boys  will  be  more  missed  in  all  parts 
of  School  life. 

No.  58.  Robin  Watt  was  at  the  okl  School  in  Oak  Bay 
Avenue  for  two  terms  in  i907-'o8.  He  returned  in  19 10,  since 
which  time  he  has  won  distinction  in  a  number  of  fields.  He 
was  one  of  the  first  patrol  leaders  of  the  Fifteenth  Troop  of 
Scouts,  and  was  a  first-class  Scout  in  his  third  term.  He  won 
the  senior  boxing  championship  in  191 1  and  1912.  In  shooting 
he  won  distinction  with  both  miniature  and-  service  rifles, 
being  first  in  the  second  team  in  1912,  and  fifth  in  the  first 
team  in  191 3  with  an  average  of  60.  He  also  won  a  rifle  in  a 
miniature  match  when  our  Scouts  won  the  Bass  Cup  last 
year.  He  took  up  signalling-  in  191 1,  and  was  Signalling- 
Officer  for  his  last  four  terms,  training  his  section  with  ex- 
cellent results.  In  games  he  won  his  colours  for  football,  and 
played  reg'ularly  for  the  first  cricket  and  first  hockey  elevens. 
In  fact,  he  has  the  unique  distinction  of  appearing  in  every 
team  photograph  for  the  last  twelve  months,  including  the 
Toronto  team  of  191 2  and  the  Gymnasium  Eight,  of  which 
he  was  also  a  member  in  191 2.  Though  he  won  no  prizes  for 
School  work,  he  has  worked  his  way  steadily  up  the  School, 
and  has  passed  his  examination  for  McGill  (Arts)  in  every 
subject  but  one. 

No.  185.  Dick  Wallis  joined  us  in  1909.  He  gained  his 
place  on  the  second  football  team  in  1910,  and  was  Captain 
of  that  team  in  1912.  Last  year  he  was  on  the  first  eleven. 
In  191 1  he  was  a  second-class  marksman,  and  in  1912  and  1913 
w^as  on  the  first  team  as  a  first-class  marksman.  This  year 
he  won  the  John  Rogers  Rifle  and  the  President's  Badge, 
and  tied  for  the  Championship  of  Canada  with  a  score  of 
256  out  of  280.  He  won  several  other  shooting  prizes  both  in 
and  out  of  the  School,  having-  put,  on  scores  of  98  and  99 
out  of  105  at  the  Civilian  shoots.

Eight  for  I9L3-  He  has  been  a  Prefect 
for  a  year,  and  last  term  won  the  Latin  prize  in  the  Sixth 
Form. 
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No.  212.  William  Campbell  came  here  in  19 lo.  lie  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Fifteenth  Troop,  and  a  first-class 
Scout  in  191 1.  He  (jualified  in  signalling,  but  was  chiefly 
noted  for  his  skill  with  the  bugle.  In  July,  1912,  he  won  Mr. 
Collisson's  Cup  iov  the  l^est  N.C.O.,  and  next  term  was  Colour- 
Sergeant ;  l)ut  later,  by  special  request,  took  over  the  command 
of  the  Band.     He  was  Lil)rarian  of  the  East  House. 

No.  222.  Haworth  Drewry  has^  been  a  day  boy  here  since 
September,  1910.  He  was  one  of  our  best  marksmen,  and  was 
two  years  in  the  first  team.  His  aggregate  was  255,  only  one 
point  behind  Wallis.  He  won  a  prize  for  miniature  shooting 
at  the  School,  and  several  prizes  at  the  Civilian  shoots.  He 
was  one  of  the  Toronto  team,  and  got  a  possible  on  that  trip 
in  the  first  stage  for  the  King's  Cup.  He  was  a  Lieutenant  in 
the  Cadet  Corps,  and  last  April  passed  the  preliminary  exam, 
for  B.C.  Surveyor. 

No.  288.  Stephen  Dawson  has  been  here  two  years.  He 
was  on  the  second  fifteen  in  191 1  and  on  the  first  in  I9i2-'i3. 
In  his  last  two  terms  he  was  in  command  of  the  Cadet  Bat- 
talion, and  attended  camp  in  1912  and  1913.  He  has  been  a 
Prefect  for  a  year. 

No.  289.  Gordon  Tupper  has  also  been  here  two  years, 
but  he  was  previously  under  Mr.  Harvey  at  the  Queen's 
School  in  1906-07.  He  won  his  football  colours  in  his  first 
term.

He  was  also 
on  the  winning  teams  in  .the  Clayton  Cup  (cricket)  series  of 
1912,  and  the  Barnacle  Cup  (hockey),  1912.  He  was  on  the 
second  football  fifteen.  He  has  been  a  Prefect  for  two  terms, 
also  School  Electrician  and  Bandmaster.  The  Special  Prize 
which  was  given  to  him  at  the  prize-giving  was  one  of  the  most 
popular  awards  of  the  day.

By   an    oversight,   the    name   of    Signalling   Officer    H.    R. 
Watt  was  omitted  in  the  last  issue. 


On  October  i6th  we  held  a  very  successful  field  day  (to 
celebrate  Foundation  Day)  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  191 1, 
namely,  one  Company  trying  to  prevent  the  junction  of  two 
slightly  weaker  Companies.  The  single  Company  C'B.") 
constituted  the  "Blue"  force  under  Captain  Waldon.  "Red," 
under  Major  Finlayson,  had  "C."  Company  moving  north 
from  Maywood  Post  Office,  and  "A."  Company  from  the 
direction  of  Cedar  Hill.  The  half-hour  start  which  was 
granted  to  the  "Red"  force,  with  the  fact  that  "C."  Company 
used  the  street  car  for  part  of  the  way,  enabled  the  two  to 
join  just  east  of  Christmas  Hill  about  10  a.m.,  before  "Blue" 
could  strike  a  blow  at  either.  This  left  the  latter  in  a  highly 
dangerous  position,  as  shown  on  the  map.  He  was  saved  by 
the  decision  of  the  umpire  that  the  country  was  too  enclosed 
for  fighting.  So,  while  "Red"  made  his  way  east  to  capture 
Oak  Hill — as  his  orders  told  him  to  do — "Blue"  paralleled  his 
route  along  Reynolds  Street,  reaching  the  point  A  a  good 
half-hour   before   him.     There   was   a   short   skirmish   with   a 


small  "Red"  force  at  the  in'ax'el  ])it,  which  was  driven  ofif,  but 
when  AFajor  Finlayson  reached  that  i)oint  with  his  whole 
force,  "lUue"  had  moved,  and  he  lost  touch.  A  little  later. 
Captain  W'aldon's  scouts  informed  him  that  a  hostile  force 
was  movini^'  south  behind  the  belt  of  trees,  so  he  took  up  a 
strong-  position  on  a  rocky  knoll  with  a  good  field  of  fire  to  his 
front  and  lay  hnv.  "Red"  sent  out  some  scouts,  but  they  did 
not  see  anything,  and  presently  he  crossed  the  Lost  Lake 
Road,  capturing  a  "Blue"  motor-cyclist. 

Captain  Waldon  allowed  him  to  make  this  move  w^ithout 
making  a  sign,  so  that  w^hen  he  ventured  out  into  the  open 
quite  unsuspectingly,  a  terrific  fire  was  at  once  opened  from 
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the  "Blue"  position.  Not  a  sign  of  a  head  was  visible  to  the 
"Red"  force,  but,  knowing-  themselves  to  be  superior  in 
numbers,  they  extended  in  one  line,  and  advanced  by  sectional 
rushes  in  approved  style.  Major  Finlayson  was  on  the  point 
of  trying  a  flank  movement  round  "Blue's"  left,  when  lack  of 
ammunition  and  a  wire  fence  in  front  of  the  attack,  induced 
the  umpire  to  order  the  "Cease  Fire." 

Lunch  was  served  under  Sergeant  Soper's  capable  direc- 
tion in  the  same  field  which  we  used  in  191 1,  but  in  much 
better  weather  and  with  much  better  discipline. 

Captain  P.  Byng-Hall,  D.S.O.,  88th  Regiment,  who  kindly 
acted  as  umpire,  addressed  the  Officers,  complimenting  them 
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on  the  whole,  but  pointing  out  grave  defects  in  the  scouting. 
If  ]\Iajor  Finlayson  had  known  when  he  reached  the  gravel  pit 
that  "Blue"  was  at  A,  he  could  easily  have  got  round  his 
Hank  with  one  Company.  The  general  discipline  and  marching 
of  the  Battalion  was  very  good. 


One  result  of  the  above  field  day  has  been  the  inauguration 
of  a  definite  system  of  scout  training.  Two  cadets  from  each 
Company  who  must  have  qualified  for  Corporal,  are  being 
selected,  and  will  be  placed  under  Lieutenant  E.  Henderson. 
They  will  have  indoor  instruction  once  a  week,  and  will 
usually  be  excused  Company  drill  on  Tuesdays  for  outdoor 
practice. 


The  signallers  have  this  term  the  advantage  of  having  the 
services  of  Sergeant  Bonner,  C.S.C.,  who  comes  up  twice  a 
week  to  instruct  the  section. 


The  following"  extract  from  a  letter  from  Major  A.  B. 
Snow,  Inspector  of  Cadets  for  B.C.,  shows  that  all  our  hard 
work  of  last  term  has  borne  fruit : 

"Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the  cup  donated 
by  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire,  to  be  awarded  to  the  Cadet 
Corps  obtaining  the  highest  number  of  points  at  the  annual 
inspection,  has  been  awarded  to  your  corps.  The  total 
number  of  points  obtained  by  your  corps  was  271  out  of  a 
total  of  320,  the  next  highest  being  the  72nd  Highlanders  with 
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Cadet  Camp,   1913. 

The  postponement  of  this  camp  to  July  21st  had  a  bad 
effect  on  the  attendance,  at  least,  from  the  School  point  of 
view,  as  only  28  turned  up  out  of  43  who  had  put  down 
their   names   originally. 

In  every  other  respect,  the  camp  was  a  great  success. 
Colonel  Leckie  was  commandant,  with  Major  Snow  as  Camp 
Adjutant,  Lieutenant  Mulcahy  as  Brigadier,  and  Captain 
Harvey  as  Musketry  Instructor.  There  were  nearly  900  boys 
in  camp,  which  was  on  the  same  site  as  the  militia  camp, 
just  outside  Sidney.  These  boys  were  organized  into  four 
battalions. 

No.  I  (under  Lieutenant  Brown,  72nd  Regiment). — L'^ni- 
versity  School,  High  School  and  Seaforth  Cadets,  all  in 
uniform,  about  140. 

No.  2  (under  Captain  Dowding,  104th  Regiment). — 
Cowichan     Cadets     in    uniform    and    unorganised    boys    from 
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Nanaimo,  New  Westminster  and  Victoria,  totalling  about  30c. 

No.  3  (Lender  Lieutenant  Collisson,  88th  Rei^iment). — Van- 
couver Public  School  Cadets,  mostly  without  uniform.  Total, 
about  300. 

No.  4  (under  Lieutenant  Wilby,  Corps  of  Guides). — 
Central  School,  Nanaimo  and  Esquimalt  Cadets  in  uniform. 
Total,   150. 

Muster  parade  was  held  on  Tuesday,  22nd,  and  that  day 
and  the  next  were  devoted  to  company  drill,  musketry  and 
extended  order  instruction.  Thursday  was  brigade  ceremonial, 
with  an  inspection  in  the  afternoon  by  Colonel  A.  Roy,  D.O.C. 
On  Friday  we  had  a  field  day,  Nos.  i,  2  and  3  Battalions 
attacking  No.  4,  which  was  in  an  entrenched  position.  In 
the  afternoon  we  had  a  visit  from  Sir  Richard  McBride  and 
Sir  Donald  Mann.  On  Saturday  morning  we  held  the  heats 
of  the  sports,  and  the  finals  in  the  afternoon.  The  University 
Cadets  did  very  well  in  these,  winning  the  relay  race  with 
ease  (Wallis,  Waldon,  Watt,  Woodward).  Wallis  won  the 
quarter-mile,  and  came  second  in  the  100  yards.  Milne  and 
G.  Woodward  also  won  prizes. 

The  following — Sunday — morning,  we  struck  camp,  having 
all  our  tents  down  and  packed  up  by  9.30  a.m.  The  V^ancouver 
cadets  went  home  on  the  boat  at  11,  and  the  rest  of  us  by 
train  at  noon. 

The  Manoeuvres. 

An  account  of  the  celebrated  Dominion  Day  manoeuvres 
may  seem  a  little  out  of  date  to  some,  but  everyone  will  agree 
that  it  would  be  altogether  amiss  to  let  the  "Black  and  Red" 
appear  without  any  mention  of  them. 

Many  boys  were  a  little  "sore"  when  it  was  announced  that 
the  Cadet  Corps  would  parade  on  Dominion  Day,  for  it  has 
been  under.'rtood  that  public  holidays  should  be  left  free, 
but  the  powers  that  be  must  have  had  a  pee])  into  the  future, 
for  it  is  certain  that  not  a  single  boy  who  took  part  in  those 
manoeuvres  would  have  cared  to  have  missed  them.  The 
parade  was  only  compulsory  for  boarders  who  had  no  "exeat," 
but  many  day  boys  and  week-enders  turned  out. 

For  the  purpose  of  explaining  the  manoeuvres,  one  must 
mention  that  the  general  idea  was  that  the  enemy  were  attack- 
ing Victoria,  they  being  represented  by  the  6th'  Duke  of 
Connaught's  Own  Rifles  and  the  72nd  Seaforth  Highlanders  of 
Canada,  both  Vancouver  regiments,  and  under  the  command 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Leckie  of  the  72nd,  while  the  defenders 
were  represented  by  the  88th  Victoria  Fusiliers,  the  104th 
Fusiliers  from  New  Westminster,  the  5th  Canadian  Garrison 
Artillery   and   No.   170  Cadet   Battalion,   under  the  command 
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of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hall  of  the  88th.  This  latter  force 
were  endeavouring  to  fight  a  rear  guard  action  towards 
A^ictoria.  This  article  is  rendered  nuich  clearer,  owing  to  the 
excellent  map  drawn  by  Mr.  Harvey  in  this  same  number 
for  this  term's  field  day. 

Mr.  Harvey  was  away  with  his  own  company  in  the  88th, 
and  so  Mr.  Collisson  gladly  deserted  the  88th  to  take  command 
of  the  Cadets,  with  Cadet-Major  Dawson  as  Adjutant. 

On  the  previous  evening  the  scouts  and  signallers  had  gone 
out  and,  with  Mr.  Collisson,  had  got  into  touch  with  Colonel 
Hall  and  the  defenders  at  their  bivouac  at  Elk  Lake  (this  is 
too  far  north  to  be  on  the  map),  and  found  out  exactly  what 
his  plans  were  for  the  morrow.  The  scouts  and  signallers 
stayed  with  the  troops,  but  Mr.  Collisson  returned,  and  the 
next  morning  before  breakfast  Lieutenant  Watt  and  his  "flag- 
waggers"  had  sent  a  message  from  Cedar  Hill  to  the  School, 
though  he  could  give  us  no  news  about  the  movements  of  the 
enemy. 

The  battalion  paraded  at  6.30,  and  had  received  an  issue  of 
haversacks,  rations  and  ammunition,  about  40  rounds  per  man, 
before  breakfast,  a  really  excellent  piece  of  work  on  the  part 
of  the  Quartermaster  and  his  subordinates  ;  and  at  about  7.30 
the  two  companies,  about  100  strong,  moved  off  with  two 
motor  cyclists  and  a  galloper  in  the  person  of  Crawford,  an 
old  boy,  and  at  present  a  Cadet  at  R.M.C. 

Instructions  had  been  received  to  this  effect,  viz. :  that  we 
vv-ere  to  guard  the  approaches  to  Victoria  between  Lost  Lake 
and  the  sea,  and  to  hold  them  at  all  costs  until  the  reserves 
were  hurried  up  from  Christmas  Hill.  Now,  this  meant  a  big 
task  for  two  companies  of  cadets,  some  of  them  quite  small, 
and  it  also  meant  that,  if  the  enemy  made  their  attack  west 
of  Lost  Lake,  the  Cadets  would  miss  all  the  fun.  However, 
the  gods   were   propitious,   as  you   will   read. 

The  Battalion,  after  sending  scouts  at  the  church  down 
the  Cordova  Bay  Road,  marched  with  an  advance  guard  to 
point  B  on  the  map,  where  some  scouts  were  sent  on  to  the 
lake.  Here  Mr.  Collisson  left  Lieutenant  Waldon  with  half 
a  company  by  the  cutting  in  the  new  road,  and  told  Captain 
Tatlow  to  proceed  with  the  other  company  and  a  half  up 
the  new  road  to  Cordova  Bay,  while  he  himself  went  by  motor 
to  the  base  of  Cedar  Hill  to  get  into  communication  with  his 
signallers  and  scouts.  Hearing  no  news,  he  returned,  hoping 
to  meet  Tatlow,  with  the  idea  of  keeping  a  company  half-way 
on  the  new  road  and  sending  a  half-company  to  the  sea, 
thereby  having  a  strong  reserve  ready  for  whichever  flank 
should  be  threatened.     But,  alas !     To  his  consternation  they 
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had  apparently  been  swallowed  up  by  the  earth,  or,  rather, 
as  it  turned  out,  they  had  misunderstood  his  instructions  and, 
instead  of  i^oing-  on  ahead,  had  taken  a  short  cut  through  the 
bush  to  the  base  of  Cedar  Hill  and  thence  to  Cordoxa  i^ay, 
where  we  must  leave  them  for  the  present. 

in  the  meantime,  Air.  Collisson-  ably  assisted  by  Waldon 
and  Inverarity,  had  selected  a  splendid  line  of  defence  extend- 
ing from  the  east  of  Lost  Lake  to  Glen(linnini^''s  barns  (see 
map),  with  a  good  line  of  retreat.  ^  About  this  time  a  cyclist 
arrived  with  a  message  from  Watt  that  the  enemy  were 
coming  up  the  Lost  Lake  Road  in  great  numbers.  The 
excitement  was  intense,  and  at  last  the  two  troopers  of  the 
Corps  of  Guides,  \vho  had  been  giving  us  valuable  assistance, 
had  to  retire  \vithin  our  lines,  and  we  saw  the  Glengarries  of 
the  Highlanders,  while  some  of  them  came  creeping  down  the 
hedges  at  both  sides  of  the  road  under  a  terrific  enfilading  fire 
from  both  sides  !  Then  we  knew  that  we  could  not  have  been 
in  a  better  place  to  be  in  the  fun,  and  cursed  our  luck  that 
we  had  half  our  force  away.  We  were  fortunate  in  having 
Colonel  Hobday,  R.A.,  one  of  the  umpires,  right  with  us,  and 
it  was  not  for  some  considerable  time  that  weight  of  numbers 
compelled  him  to  order  us  to  retire.  In  the  meantime,  a 
despatch  had  been  sent  to  Colonel  Hall  telling  him  that  we 
were  being  attacked  by  the  enemy's  main  body,  and  had  his 
instructions  been  carried  out  promptly,  we  should  have  retired 
only  to  find  our  new  position  already  occupied  by  the  reserves. 
As  it  was,  we  were  compelled  to  retire  in  the  direction  of  the 
cutting  in  the  new  road,  hotly  pursued  by  the  Highlanders, 
and  here  a  terrific  battle  took  place  across  the  cutting,  with 
Captain  Moore,  D.S.A.,  one  of  the  umpires,  in  the  middle 
nearly  deafened.  Here  again  we  held  the  enemy  until  ordered 
to  retire  by  the  umpire,  and  were  allowed  five  minutes,  thus 
accomplishing  exactly  what  we  were  required  to  do.  Finally 
the  thick  woods  rendered  communication  difficult,  and  we 
scattered,  and  when  the  "Cease  Fire"  \vent,  some  Cadets  were 
with  the  88th,  some  with  the  104th,  while  some  even  assert 
that  they  assisted  the  5th  to  man  the  guns!  One  little  group 
of  ten,  however,  including  the  O.C.  and  Waldon,  w^ere  finally 
captured  by  the  large  force  of  a  company  of  the  Highlanders 
and  a  section  of  the  Sixth  just  before  the  "Cease  Fire"  went. 
In  the  m.eantime,  what  had  happened  to  the  "Lost  Legion"? 
They  had  gone  right  round  Cedar  Hill,  and,  after  a  few 
skirmishes  and  the  capture  of  two  of  the  enemy,  they  had 
attacked  the  rear  of  the  whole  of  the  enemy's  main  body,  but, 
owing  to  rashness,  had  been  all  captured,  though  it  is  only 
fair  to  them  to  say  that  there  were  no  umpires  near  to  decide 
this. 
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The  end  of  the  manoeuvres  then,  in  our  opinion,  saw  the 
main  body  of  the  enemy  attacking  southwards  between  Lost 
Lake  and  point  A  on  the  map.  In  their  rear  and  on  their 
right  they  had  the  88th,  including  Mr.  Harvey's  company,  on 
their  left  they  had  scattered  worrying  groups  of  No.  170, 
including  such  crack  shots  as  Inverarity ;  on  their  right  they 
had  the  husky  104th,  while  in  front  of  them  were  the  grim 
guns  of  the  5th,  and  yet  they  say  they  won ! 

The  writer  was  Orderly  Officer  to  the  Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  enemy  some  few  weeks  later,  and  had  the  privilege  of 
reading  the  latter's  report  on  the  manoeuvres,  though,  needless 
to  say,  his  opinion  hardly  coincided  with  ours !  All  the  troops 
then  formed  up  in  column  of  route  at  the  pumping  station, 
where  our  ubiquitous  Sergeant-Major  appeared  as  if  by  magic 
with  a  cart  full  of  cold  tea  and  band  instruments,  and  in  a 
short  time  we  were  marching  along  with  the  rest  of  the 
brigade,  and  our  "Lost  Legion"  joining  us,  the  band  discarded 
their  rifles  and  were  blowing  away  as  though  they  had  not 
run  a  yard  all  day. 

The  march  into  town  was  a  sight  that  none  of  us  will 
forget,  especially  those  of  us  who  may  never  have  had  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  a  large  bo^dy  of  troops  before.  A  visit 
to  the  Royal  Dairy  and  a  special  car,  thoughtfully  ordered  by 
Dawson,  were  fitting  finishes  to  a  very  tiring  but  thoroughly 
enjoyable  day. 

Space  will  not  allow  of  the  full  details  of  all  the  incidents 
of  that  day ;  details,  for  instance,  of  Wallis's  struggle  with  the 
Highlander  who,  from  underneath  Wallis,  exclaimed 
triumphantly:  "I've  got  you!";  of  Winch's  duel  with  a  High- 
lander round  the  barn,  and  his  sudden  change  of  tactics, 
resulting  in  the  rout  of  the  Highlander  with  the  wad  of  a 
blank  cartridge  in  the  small  of  his  back ;  of  Thomas's  dis- 
appearance in  a  cloud  of  black  powder  smoke  immediately 
after  being  searched  for  ammunition ;  of  Inverarity  fleeing 
from  a  brother  "Scotty"  and  throwing  overboard  ballast  in 
the  shape  of  a  sword  and  hat ;  of  McEwen's  marathon  race 
from  the  cruel  bayonet ;  of  Traeger's  obedience  in  putting 
up  his  hands  in  the  orthodox  cinematograph  style  when 
ordered  to  do  so  by  a  fierce  rifleman,  and  of  the  annoyance 
of  the  Sergeant  and  Officer  of  the  6th  in  rushing  a  position 
and  capturing  Mr.  Colli sson  and  Waldon,  only  to  find  them 
l)oth  too  busy  eating  their  long-deferred  and  much-squashed 
lunches  to  pay  any  attention  to  the  hordes  of  savage  invaders 
around  them. 

Let  it  suffice  to  say  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  boy 
who  was  there  that  day  realizes  that  he  was  taking  part  in 
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really  difficult  military  manoeuvres,  and  that  the  brunt  of  the 
battle  at  one  time  was  borne  by  that  one  little  company  of 
X(x  170,  and  that  he  was  hi^hting  against  men  who  were 
taking  the  whole  thing  seriously  as  part  of  their  training,  and 
that  he  was  therefore  playing  the  part  of  a  man. 

We  do  not  wish  to  praise  ourselves,  l)ut  that  is  no  reason 
why  we  should  not  accept  the  praises  of  others,  and  so  we 
will  conclude  this  article  by  quoting  the  remarks  of  several 
people  as  they  ap])eared  in  the  "Colonist."  Colonel  Hobday, 
R.A.,  one  of  the  umpires,  wrote :  "The  Cadets  behaved  splen- 
didly, and  their  handling  by  Lieutenant  Collisson  was  a 
capital  example  of  the  way  in  wdiich  a  delaying  action  should 
be  fought." 

Colonel  Hall  also  paid  a  tri])ute  to  the  handling  of  the 
Cadets  against  the  whole  of  the  72nd's  attack. 

The  "Colonist's"  account  also  gives  quite  a  good  idea  of 
our  fight.  "The  Cadet  Corps  of  University  School  now  were 
in  the  forefront  of  the  battle,  and  for  an  hour  fought  a  most 
determined  action  with  the  battalion  of  Highlanders.  The 
last  came  with  such  a  rush  in  the  end  that  it  looked  for  a 
moment  as  if  it  would  be  the  end  of  the  Cadets,  and  numbers 
wxre  taken  prisoners,  only  yielding  in  some  cases,  it  is 
w^hispered,  to  stronger  brawn  and  muscle.  lUit  numbers  also 
got  away.  .  .  .  The  Highlanders  then  made  up  their 
minds  to  charge  the  guns.  All  this  time  the  Cadets  w^ere 
pumping  away  at  their  backs."  Finally,  the  leader  in  the 
''Colonist"  is  well  worthy  of  repetition:  "Prominent  in 
Tuesday's  manoeuvres  were  the  University  School  Cadets, 
mere  boys,  who  are  fitting  themselves  to  protect  their  mothers, 
sisters,  and  other  boys'  mothers  and  sisters  if  war  should  ever 
unhappily  come.  They  are  winning  their  right  to  become 
citizens  and  exercise  the  functions  of  self-government.  They 
are  setting  the  example  to  hundreds  of  other  young  fellows 
who  have  not  yet  been  led  to  see  that  they  have  any  duty 
in  this  direction.  No  one  can  give  a  guarantee  of  permanent 
peace,  and  the  boys  of  today  are  the  men  of  ten  years'  time."

Williams  went  with  his  father  to  the  Kamloops  meeting 
later,  and  won  the  first  prize  in  the  Baynton  Running  Man 
competition.

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on  similar  lines  to  the  leagues  for  games.  Scores  made  in 
the  C.R.L.  matches  counted  for  this  trophy,  the  result  beins;- 
a  win  for  the  Rangers'  team,  cai)taine(l  by  \Vallis.

In  miniature  shooting  the  chief  event  of  the  term  has  been 
the  erection  1)y  Mr.  Harvey  of  a  new  covered  ride  range  on 
the  School  grounds.  The  building,  which  measures  100  feet 
^^y  ^5,  is  provided  with  a  regular  markers'  pit  and  signalling 
devices,  cupboard  for  targets,  etc.,  firing  platform  and  electric 
lighting.  There  are  also  two  bowling  alleys  down  the  centre, 
which  are  quite  popular  on  wet  days. 

The  site  is  a  little  north  of  the  old  open  range,  and  facing 
in  the  opposite  direction  for  the  sake  of  the  light.  The  old 
range   site   is  being  levelled,   and   will   be   made   into   a  grass 
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tennis   court.     As   the   range  was   not   finished   until  October 
i/th,  there  has  1)een  less  practice  this  year  than  usual. 


The  School  is  now  better  equipped  with  miniature  rifles 
than  ever  before.  Besides  four  of  the  War  Office  pattern

SCHOOL  PARLIAMENT. 

First  Session — September  27th. 

This  session  was  taken  up  with  the  reading  of  the  Speech 
from  the  Throne  and  the  Debate  on  the  Address.  The 
Premier  (Hon.  B.  Sizer)  outlined  the  Government  programme 
of  legislation. 

Mr.  W^allich  (Cowichan)  remarked  that  one  of  the  Govern- 
ment Bills  dealing  with  the  question  of  deportation  of  sufifra- 
gettes  was  part  of  the  West  House  programme  last  term, 
and  twitted  the  Government  on  their  scarcity  of  original  ideas. 

The  Address  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Snyder  (Vancouver  Heights)  asked  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works  a  question  about  clean  towels.  On  being  told 
that  the  Government  did  not  see  any  wisdom  in  changing  the 
present  system,  he  hinted  very  broadly  that  the  Government 
did  not  know  wisdom  when  they  did  see  it. 

Mr.  Wlnslow  (Seattle),  armed  with  a  large  red  book,  asked 
the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence  why  he  shaved  his  upper 
lip,  contrary  to  King's  Regulations  and  Orders  for  the  Cana- 
dian Militia  in  that  case  made  and  provided.  The  Minister 
(Hon.  R.  Waldon)  claimed  that  he  followed  the  excellent 
example  of  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence  for  the 
Dominion  of  Canada.  (Government  cheers.)  On  being  further 
pressed  by  quotations  from  the  red  book,  he  ]:)romised  to  see 
what  a  week's  growth  would  look  like. 
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A  l^rivate  1^)111,  introduced  l)y  Mr.  Ramsay  (Chilliwack)  to 
provide  that  Sunday  dinner  should  1)c  fifteen  minutes  earlier, 
was  passed  nem  con. 

Second   Session,   October   nth. 

Hon.  R.  Finlayson  introduced  the  Finance  Bill.  This  is 
much  too  long-  to  quote,  but  the  proposed  taxes  on  bicycles, 
fancy  socks,  neck  shaves  and  hair  over  3  inches  long-  were 
loudly  applauded,  especially  the  second  item,  which  showed 
great  unselfishness  on   the  part  of'^the   Government. 

Some  discussion  took  place  on  various  grants  in  aid  of 
School  societies.  Mr.  Winslow  objected  to  any  grant  to  the 
apparently  defunct  Camera  Club,  and  proposed  a  tax  on  all 
stray  cats  and  dogs  around  the   School. 

The  Government  was  upheld  by  a  small  majority. 
Third  Session,   October  25th. 

The  Hon.  B.  Sizer  introduced  the  Swimmino-  Tank  Bill. 
He  said  that  cleanliness  was  next  to  godliness.  We  had  made 
a  good  start  in  the  latter  direction  by  having  a  church  service 
of  our  own.  Let  us  now  make  for  cleanliness  and  attain 
perfection. 

Mr.  Winslow  opposed  the  bill,  saying  that  we  had  better 
buikKa   School   chapel   first   before   talking   about   perfection. 

Hon.  R.  Finlayson  pointed  out  the  extreme  coldness  of  the 
sea  water  here  as  an  additional  reason  for  having  a  tank. 

Mr.  Nichol  (Vancouver)  suggested  excavating  it  under  the 
Gymnasium. 

Hon.  R.  Waldon  said  that  we  all  ought  to  learn  to  swim, 
to  play  water-polo,  and  to  practise  life-saving. 

The  Bill  was  passed. 

A  Private  Bill  to  organize  a  School  Fire  Brigade  was  intro- 
duced by   Mr.   L.   Creery   (Jervis   Street   South). 

Hon.  R.  Waldon  told  of  a  w^eird  dream  of  a  fire  in  a 
dormitory. 

Mr.  Winslow  suggested  that  the  fire-drills  should  coincide 
with  the  Latin  lesson.  Several  other  speakers  supported  the 
Bill,  which  was  read  a  first  time. 

Fourth  Session — November  15th. 

A  Bill  to  increase  the  Garrison  at  Esquimalt  w^as  intro- 
duced by  the  Government,  and  i)assed  without  much  dis- 
cussion. 

The  House  then  went  into  Committee  on  the  Fire  Brigade 
Bill.  Several  useful  amendments  were  carried,  but  time  w^as 
too  short  to  complete  the  Bill,  wdiich  was  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee. 
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OUR  SURNAMES. 
By  R.  V.  Harvey. 

Tlie  word  "surname"  means  an  extra  named  added  on.  At 
the  time  of  the  Norman  Conquest  one  name  was  considered 
sufficient  for  most  people,  and  CA^en  noAv  kings  and  bishops 
have — at  least,  officially — only  their  Christian  names.  The 
general  use  of  surnames  dates  back  to  the  tw^elfth  century 
A.D.,  when  it  became  necessary  to  distinguish  between  a 
number  of  men  all  having  the  same  Christian  name.  The 
earliest  form  of  the  surname  seems  to  have  been,  in  almost 
every  language,  the  name  of  the  man's  father.  Different 
countries  had,  of  course,  different  ways  of  expressing"  the 
relationship,  so  we  have  Williamson,  FitzWilliam  and  Mac- 
W^illiams,  from  English,  Norman  and  Scotch  respectively.  In 
Ireland,  "son"  was  expressed  by  the  prefix  "O,"  as  in 
O'Donovan  ;  in  Welsh  by  "Ap,"  as  Ap  Rhys,  shortened  down 
into  Price.  Many  Welsh  names  are  formed  by  merely  adding" 
an  "s."  For  example:  A\^illiams,  Jones  and  Davis.  In  many 
cases  the  father's  name  is  added  in  a  shortened  form  :  Harris 
for  the  son  of  Harry;  Wilson,  the  son  of  Will;  Watt  or 
Watson,  the  son  of  Wat  or  W^alter;  Hobbs  and  Hobson  for 
the  son  of  Robert.  Sometimes  the  name  would  have  a  diminu- 
tive form,  as  a  term  of  endearment  perhaps.  This  was  usually 
the  syllable  "kin,"  as  in  Watkins,  Atkins  (son  of  Adam). 
Roger  was  shortened  into  Hodge;  hence  we  get  Hodson  and 
perhaps  Hudson,  as  well  as  Rogers. 

The  name  "John"  occurs  in  other  languages  in  various 
forms,  such  as  Evan,  Ewen,  Ian  and  Hans.  So  we  see  that 
the  names  Johnson,  Johns  and  Jones  mean  the  same  as  Evans, 
AIcEwen  and  Hanson. 

"Richard"  oives  us  the  names  Richardson,  Rickards,  Dixon 
and  Pritchard.  Matthew  was  the  ancestor  of  Mathews,  Mat- 
son  and  Matterson.  Dawson  is  the  same  as  Davidson  and 
Davis.  Paterson  is  from  Peter,  and  Sanderson  from  x\lex- 
ander.     Adams,  Nichols  and  Thomas  need  no  explanation. 

Many  names  are  used  as  surnames  without  any  change. 
Such  are  Cuthbert  (Norman),  Griffith  (Welsh),  Douglass 
(Scotch),  Harvey  and  Jarvis  (Norman).  The  latter  were 
originally  spelt  Herve  and  Gervais.  Goddard  and  Halley  were 
Norse  names. 

In  the  second  place,  names  are  very  often  derived  from 
the  name  of  the  country  or  town  where  the  man  came  from. 
Thus,  two  men  called  John  might  be  distinguished  as  John 
(of)  York  and  John  (of)  Holland.  Sometimes  common  nouns 
are  used,  like  Hill,  Hall,  Beech,  Shore,  Craig"  (a  rock),  P)urne 
(a  brook),  Shaw  (a  wood),  or  Town's  End. 
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Keeping  tc^  our  own  school  names,  i)ast  and  |)resent,  the 
following  are  actnal  names  of  towns  or  villages  in  iMigland. 
Many  of  them  are  extremely  common.  For  instance,  there 
are  60  villages  called  lUirton,  27  called  1  Hnton  and  22  called 
Jiolton.  There  are  also  12  Appletons,  10  Framptons,  6  Ram- 
says  and  2  Radfords.  Of  the  following  there  is  one  place: 
Spalding  (Lincoln),  Errington  (Yorkshire),  Winslow 
(l)ucks.),  Caldwell  (Yorks.),  Stanley  (Yorks.),  Fetherston 
(Stafford),  Alusgrave  (Westmorland),  Borradaile  (Cumber- 
land),   Holden    (Kent),   Guernsey    (Channel    Islands). 

As  there  are  hundreds  of  places  in  Scotland  beginning  with 
"Inver,"  and  over  a  thousand  in  Ireland  beginning  with  "Kil," 
we. can  ])lace  two  of  our  Prefects  without  much  hesitation. 

A  third  kind  of  surname  is  that  denoting  trade  or  occupa- 
tion. We  have  or  had  in  the  School  examples  of  the  follow- 
ing: King,  Duke,  Stewart  (steward),  Bailey  (bailiff),  Baker, 
Miller,  Taylor,  Cooper,  Smith,  Fisher,  Lockyer  (locksmith), 
Carter,   Draper. 

Other  names  which  need  some  explanation  as  being  foreign 
or  obsolete  are  the  following:  Snyder  is  the  same  as  Taylor, 
Wright  is  a  workman.  Palmer  a  pilgrim,  Copeman  and  Chip- 
man  are  peddlers.  Woodward,  of  course,  is  a  forester,  and  so 
is  Foster,  and  Somerled  is  a  pirate  of  the  olden  days.  Prentice 
is  a  corruption  of  apprentice,  and  Bridg-man  is  a  tollkeeper. 
Of  French  names  we  have  had  a  few,  such  as  L'Abbe  (the 
abbot)    and   Lemaitre    (the  master). 

Many  names,  of  course,  have  in  the  course  of  centuries 
become  so  hopelessly  corrupted  that  we  cannot  trace  their 
origin,  unless  several  forms  of  the  same  name  can  be  found. 
In  the  case  of  the  name  Beauchamp,  which  is  clearly  French, 
the  fact  that  it  is  pronounced  ''Beecham"  is  a  good  proof  that 
the  name  of  the  great  pill  merchant  has  nothing  to  do  with 
a  beech  tree. 

The  study  of  names,  and,  indeed,  the  whole  question  of 
the  growth  of  words,  is  a  most   fascinating  one. 


LEARNING  TO  FLY. 
By  A.  F.  Hudson. 

How  easy  it  looks  when  one  is  watching  a  man  flying,  and 
how  easy  to  criticize  his  manipulation.  It  is  not  until  one  is 
actually  in  the  machine  that  he  realizes  how^  very  hard  it  is 
in  practice. 

In  flying,  as  in  any  other  sport  and  study,  practice  is  the 
only  road  to  success.  Practice  is,  however,  more  difffcult  to 
obtain  in  this  art  than  in  any  other,  because  it  cannot  really 
be  accomplished  until  the  machine  is  in  the  air. 
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Different  flying  schools  have  different  methods  of  teaching. 
In  one  you  are  put  straight  into  the  machine  and  told  just  to 
keep  on  the  ground  and  get  used  to  the  controls.  Then,  as 
you  get  more  proficient,  you  are  allowed  to  attempt  short 
flights,  which  amount  to  nothing  more  than  hops.  In  this 
way  you  are  able,  by  degrees,  to  make  a  long  straight  flight. 
Then  comes  the  difficulty — learning  to  turn. 

Wdien  turning,  one  thing  must  be  kept  in  mind.  When 
the  turn  is  actually  commenced  by  means  of  the  rudder,  the 
outer  wing-  begins  to  move  at  a  greater  velocity  relative  to 
the  air  than  the  inner  wing.  Owing  to  this  increased  velocity, 
the  lift  of  the  outer  wing  becomes  greater  than  that  of  the 
other,  so  that  the  latter  tends  to  fall,  and  the  former  to  rise 
more  and  more.  If  this  is  not  corrected,  the  machine  as  a 
wdiole  will  bank  up  excessively,  and  in  the  end  will  side-slip 
in  a  diagonal  direction.  This  is  a  very  perilous  position,  and 
must  be  guarded  against  by  slightly  increasing  the  lift  of  the 
inner  wing  by  means  of  the  warping  control. 

When  the  turn  has  been  mastered,  the  pupil  is  sent  out 
to  try  for  his  certificate,  without  which  he  cannot  enter  any 
public  competition.  The  certificate  flights  consist  of  figures 
of  eight,  rising  to  500  feet,  and  planing  down  from  that  height 
with  the  engine  cut  off,  and  landing  within  ten  feet  of  a  pre- 
arranged  mark. 

But  there  is  a  second  method  of  teaching  which  is  easier 
and  more  often  employed,  in  which  the  pupil  is  accustomed 
to  these  two  extra  directions  before  he  is  allowed  in  the 
machine  by  himself  at  all.  The  pupil  sits  in  the  passenger's 
seat  behind  the  pilot,  and  is  taken  for  five  or  six  long  and  high 
flights.  Then  he  is  allowed  to  have  his  hands  on  the  controls 
at  the  same  time  as  the  pilot  instructor.  In  this  way  he  gets 
used  to  the  controls  and  to  the  feel  of  the  machine.  Now  the 
pilot  and  pupil  change  places,  so  that  the  pilot  lets. the  controls 
go  by  degrees  until  the  pupil  has  full  control  of  the  machine. 
The  next  difficulty  is  the  landing.  For  this  he  goes  through 
exactly   the   same   routine   as   before.     This   ends   his   tuition. 

The  sensation  of  flying  is  one  which  cannot  possibly  be  put 
into  words.  The  forward  motion  is  barely  perceptible,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  there  are  no  objects  near  to  indicate  the  speed. 
The  late  Graham  Gilmour,  one  of  England's  ])ioneers,  and  one 
of  the  foremost  aviators  of  his  time,  said  :  *'To  be  a  good  flyer 
one  thing  is  essential — the  flyer  must  feel  that  he  has  his 
machine  completely  under  his  control." 

In  these  days  of  rapid  development,  the  flying  machine 
is  no  longer  to  be  regarded  as  a  death-trap,  l)ut  at  the  same 
time  it  is  not  a  toy  for  children. 
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
